Awareness of the “dead week’ pol- 
icy at Sacramento State gets the pro- 
fessors talking about the institution and 
its relevance towards teaching.

“Professors who don’t introduce 
new assignments are following the pol- 
icy without realizing it,’ Green said. “Tt 
is not a good idea to surprise students 
with new assignments so close to the 
end of the semester.”

As chair of the CSSA Board, 
Lumachi has been the driving force 
behind the Board’s proactive approach 
to finding and resolving the major is- 
sues that Sac State students face to- 
day: 

“T’ve been working very closely 
with the chancellor, and when the Leg- 
islature reconvenes I'll be working 
with. them, too,’ Lumachi said. 

_ Lumachi and CSSA have put to- 
gether a list of about twenty issues that 
they believe are either of major concem 
or would greatly benefit, siidents if re-

nee its palit for the yeat, CSSA 


hopes to exempt textbooks from sales 
tax and ensure that all students work- 
ing at the campus are paid at least the 
State minimum wage. 

CSSA also hopes to secure what it 
calls a “favorable” allocation for the 
CSUs for the 2001-2002 budget. 

Also among CSSA’s top priorities 
for this year is the globalization of ed- 
ucation. In its agenda released this 
week, CSSA notes the need for more 
diverse curriculum within the interna- 
tional programs, as well as a need to ex- 
pand and diversify the countries avail- 
able for study abroad. 

The Board is also considering a 
suggestion that foreign language be 
made a graduation requirement for all 
CSUs. Currently, only four schools 
have a foreign language requirement. 

CSSA will also be lobbying the 
Board of Trustees for what it calls 
“shared responsibility.” 

Lumachi believes that students 
should be consulted on decisions that 
have an impact on them. In a CSSA 
memo, he urged the Board of Trustees 
to adopt a policy “that emphasizes and 
prioritizes the consultation and counsel 
of students in university policymak- 
ing.” 

The CSSA 2000-2001 agenda was 
released in December, due to 
Lumachi’s efforts to get the Board to 
restructure the way it operates. 
_ Lumachi, who succeeded in No- 
vember in having the CSSA Board im- 
plement his plan, said that he has cre-

Artist and former Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu appeared at an exhi- 
bition of her paintings at a reception 
held in the University Union Thurs- 
day. 

Eu exhibited many of her brush 
paintings, which reflect her traditional 
foundations, but also notably incorpo- 
rate Chinese and avant-garde Western 
Techniques with Chinese subjects. 

Many of her paintings portray the 
mountains of Kweilin. 

‘‘Kweilin is a favorite area to paint 
in China because of the pointed and 
jagged peaks of the mountains,” Eu 
said. 

Eu was regarded as one of the hun- 
dred most important women in the 
United States, according to Ladies 
Home Journal, 1990. She has been in 
the political arena since 1966 and was 





elected Secretary of State in 1974 
by a record-setting margin. 

Her election made Eu the first 
Asian woman ever to be elected to 
any State Constitutional office in 
America, and the first woman to 
be elected Secretary of State in 
California. She was re-elected to 
the position, receiving more votes 
in contested races than any other 
candidate for state office. She 
served five terms as Secretary of 
State. 

Although she has been busy 
with her political career and as 
the mother of seven children, Eu 
never neglected her efforts to im- 
prove herself spiritually and in- 
tellectually. Unable to speak or 
read Chinese, she was first intro- 
duced to Chinese painting and callig- 
raphy during a trip to Taiwan in 1988 
to study the Chinese language. 

Her interest in Chinese art has con- 


tinued to grow, and she now dedicates 
much of her time to painting. 
‘Painting is therapy for me,” Eu 
said when asked about her work. 
Eu has studied under many famous

“Tt wasn’t nearly’ so difficult to find 
a space my freshman year,” Taylor 
said. “At the beginning of this semes- 
ter, though, I was late to my first class 
nearly every day for the first two 
weeks.” 

Students aren’t only concerned with 
their own inconvenience. Some say 
the alternatives are necessary to keep 
the environment healthy. 

“Pollution in Sacramento is reach- 
ing scary percentages,” said Brian 
Wells, junior finance major. “I’m afraid 
when I have kids, it won’t be healthy 
living in this town. I’ve made an effort 
to use public transportation to get to 
school.” 

Fox agrees that CSUS students 
should look beyond the surface issue of

“Philosophically, we need to look at 
the bigger picture. We need to re-edu- 
cate students,” said Fox. 

Recent research has shown that one 
in four people in the Sacramento area 
now have asthma, and that even healthy

Working together, they 
provide information about numerous 
ways to “Rideshare” to campus. 
Ridesharing refers to any method of 
commuting other than driving solo. 
Daily use of alternative transportation 
is recommended for commuters in the 
Sacramento area. As little as once or 
twice a week can improve the com- 
mute conditions. 

Fox said simply not driving your 
car once a week would provide a 20 
percent cut in emissions. 

‘A 20 percent cut in emissions is 
huge,”’ said Fox. 

Carpooling is an attractive option for 
many Sac State students. By utilizing 
carpools, congestion and smog in the 
community are reduced, the cost of 
commuting is reduced, the cost of park- 
ing at Sac State is reduced, and prefer- 
ential parking is made available.

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PARKING: New parking situation is unique and is being used 
predominantly by students rather than faculty members

“Tt’s being handled in a new way-—a 
unique way. It’s basically first-come, 
first-served,” said Nancy Fox, manag- 
er of University Transportation and 
Parking Services. “It’s being used by 
approximately 75 percent students and 
25 percent faculty.” 

Val Smith, Chair of TAC, said the 
lot is essentially for students, since 
most faculty members choose to park 
only in lots designated for faculty/staff. 

‘We’ ve essentially added more stu- 
dent parking, rather than a third op- 
tion. It’s not a mix,” said Smith. 

“Many students feel it should be a 
student lot only,’ said Joe Booth, stu- 
dent member of TAC. “There are fac- 
ulty and staff lots that aren’t even being

filled up. Why are we giving them 
more spots?” 


According to Smith, the growth rate 


is proportionate between faculty/staff 
and students. Allocation of new spaces 
Should reflect that growth rate. 

John Deglow, community repre- 
sentative for TAC, said many faculty 
and staff feel it is unforgivable that 
they took away faculty spaces during 
the construction phase of the new lot. 

“Faculty have been quite concerned 
about this little experiment,’ said Grant. 

‘There is no truth to rumors that if 
is successful, we would go to this 
throughout the campus. There is a rea- 
son for this separation. We will never 
abandon this way,” said Grant. “The is- 
sue will be how well this works. A 


large percentage of students get here be- 
fore faculty and staff.” 

According to Fox, the number of 
faculty spots in lot 4 has remained the 
same throughout construction. “Tn talk- 
ing to people, I’ve found that many 
people don’t know faculty/staff per- 
mits are valid in student lots.” 

“Let’s not cut its throat before we 
see how it works,” said Grant. 

The deliberated parking spaces in 
Lot 4 aren’t permanent, since the lot is 
the future site for construction of a new 
parking structure. 

Construction on the second park- 
ing structure will begin during Summer 
2001. Upon completion, scheduled for 
Fall 2002, Parking Structure II will 
provide 1000 new parking spaces, with 


a loss of 350 due to construction, ac- 
cording to the CSUS Parking Needs 
Assessment. Further debate is taking 
place over how to designate the park- 
ing spaces in the new structure. 

The TAC is discussing a possible re- 
allocation of all spaces in Parking 
Structure I for students and making the 
second structure available to facul- 
ty/staff exclusively. 

“You’re basically eliminating a 
problem by changing location,” said 
Smith. 

The next TAC meeting is tenta- 
tively scheduled for sometime during 
February 2001.

DEAD WEEK: Dead week helps to reduce 
pressure of finals on stressed out students

‘There are a lot of faculty and stu- 
dents who are not aware of the dead 
week policy,’ said Child Development 
Professor Susan Gomez. 

No introduction of new material 
and review for the final is being fair to 
the students, said Development of Art 
Professor Lita Sue Whitesel. 

“They don’t need that extra pres- 
sure,” Whitesel said. “Although I don’t 
have a final for my class, students need 
to know in advance what to expect 
from me for the whole semester.” 

Faculty receive mailed paperwork 
describing the significance of dead 
week, said Professor Jessie Mulira. 

‘Dead week is the week where no 
major exams or assignments are to be 
issued, unless it is stated on the syl- 
labus,” Mulira said. 





“Professors are sticking to the pol- 
icy more than they used to,” Mulira 
said. “Sac State is the only school that 
I have worked at that has the dead 
week policy.” 

Whether or not the policy is useful 
depends on the professor, said Gomez. 

‘T have mixed feelings about the 
usefulness of the policy,’ Gomez said. 
“For classes where there are papers 
and presentations, the students need 
the extra time to prepare. It is not use- 
ful otherwise.” 

The term “dead week” does not de- 
scribe what actually happens during 
this time, Mulira said. 

“Why do they call it dead week 
when things don’t stop?” Mulira asked.

‘They shouldn’t label it “dead week’, 
it should be a regular week.” 
To the older crowd, dead week was 
referred to as a week to catch up on 
your studying for the classes that you 
had finals in, said Green. 
‘There was no activity,” Green said.

Heading into Saturday’s game at USC and still in search 
of their first win, the women’s basketball team suffered 
two losses the past week. They were defeated by Fresno State 
Saturday afternoon, 67-61, before getting beat by Saint 
Mary’s 66-48 in their home opener. 

Saturday afternoon, the Hornets traveled to Fresno State 
and were defeated by the Bulldogs. With the loss, the Hor- 
nets’ record dropped to 0-5 for the season. 

Along with the loss, two Sac State players suffered an- 
kle injuries. Sephora Scoubes went down just minutes into 
the game, while Nichole Hardaway was also injured mid- 
way through the second half. 

“We put up a good effort considering we had two ankle 
injuries,” head coach Carolyn Jenkins said. 

The game was close throughout the first half as Sac 
State was able to go into the locker room with a 32-32 tie. 

In the second half, Fresno State built the lead up to 10, 
eight minutes into the half. Sac State was able to pull with- 
in four with just a minute remaining, but was not able to fin- 
ish and the team suffered another loss. 

Four Homets scored in double figures, with Michelle St. 
Clair leading the way with 16 points. Hardaway added 14 
in her shortened game, with Torilynn Boyd and Kelly 
Hodges contributing 11 points each. 

As a team, the Hornets shot 44 percent from the field, but 
allowed the Bulldogs to shoot 45 percent from the field. 

Jenkins said that from a defensive standpoint the team was 
unable to shut down the Bulldogs, but offensively the team 
shot well. 


“We had plenty of opportunities, but were not able to cap- 
italize,” Jenkins said. 

The Hornets were out-rebounded 40-30 and allowed 
the Bulldogs to pull down 18 offensive rebounds, creating 
second chance opportunities. 

“You're not going to win many ballgames giving up 
that many offensive rebounds,” Jenkins said. 

On Thursday night, the Hornets opened their home cam- 
paign against the Gaels of Saint Mary’s with a loss, 66-48. 
The Hornets got off to a slow start, only shooting 29 percent 
in the first half, and 36 percent in the game. 

“The baskets were not falling,” Jenkins said. ‘“We tried. 
You have to give them (Saint Mary’s) credit.” 

The Hornets were unable to shut down the Dosty twins, 
who are local talents now playing for the Gaels. The Dostys 
combined to score 29 of the 66 points for the Gaels. They 
were also able to pull down 24 rebounds in the win. The Hor- 
nets were out-rebounded 46-29. 

‘“We didn’t do a good job on the boards,” Jenkins said. 

With the score 15-4 in favor of the Gaels, Sac State was 
able to string together a 9-0 run midway through the first half 
to cut the Saint Mary’s lead to 15-13. Tracey Kenyon start- 
ed the run by sinking a three-pointer. Scoubes added a 
jumper and a layup in the run. 

After the Hornets’ offensive spurt, the team was only able 
to score four points in the last eight minutes of the half, 
while the Gaels put up 15 points to push the score to 30-17 
at the half. The Hornets’ last four points of the half came on 
a layup from Scoubes. She was fouled on the play by Hilary 
Parker, who was given a technical foul. Scoubes made the 
two technical shots, but missed the foul shot. 

St. Clair, recently named Big Sky Player of the Week, was
